Response to Reply 

The reply file on October 31, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The previous Notice of Non-Responsive 
Amendment contained a typographical error. Claim 10 was inadvertently left out of the list of 
claims drawn to a non-elected species found within the October 31, 2005 communication to 
applicant. Claim 10 was identified as withdrawn in the office action mailed May 3, 2005 and 
was not identified as drawn to the elected species in applicant's election received January 27, 
2005. The claim listing provided by applicant on October 31, 2005 utilizes the status identifier
